The mere handing 
in of material, however, does 
not guarantee that it will be 
printed. That decision Is left en- 
tirely up to the editors.

In February, 1060 the University of Sudbury held its first 
Open House; Because -the student body consisted of only 177

and Ja2* At The Penthouse. 

Open House, Februaty 1981, saw Laurentian's 183 students 
once again enjoy danctog, complete with a French Gate, a Latin- 
American atmosphere,: and Beatniks; 

Saturday, March 4 to Monday, March 6 were Chosen as the 
dates of Laurentian's Weekend '61— the true forerunner of 
Homecoming Weekend. Activities included: -an exhibition basket- 
ball game against the SatUt Ste. Marie iandscapere, a hockey 
game against the North Bav Junior B Trappers, basketball .on 
skates at the Arena, the hilarious chariot races, swiming com- 
petition at the Y, and a dance in the University of Sudbury 
lounge in -the Frontenac Hotel. A proposed parade and attempt 
to establish a speed bed-pushing record over a specified distance 
were snowed out Activities increased for '61. 

This year Laurentlan Weekend 'has a new name and a new 
month. It wfll officially 'be known as Homecoming Weekend. The 
Students' General Association -sponsors Homecoming and has 
planned increased activities for '62. 

For lihe first time a Homecoming Queen will be chosen, and 
she, along with the queens of two of the colleges (UC has no 
eligible candidate). Marion Neville of Huntington College and 
Frances Murray of the University of Sudbury from the civic 
parking -lot on Beech Street to the Arena.'. The Laurentlan 
chariots will also be In the parade. 

The program opens Friday flight with a semi-formal dance 
at -the Alouette Club on King Street 

Saturday's activities include a toboggan party at the Barry- 
downe Ski Run in the afternoon and a basketball game between 
Laurenthm and Waterloo College in the evening, followed by a 
dance at -the Frontenac Hotel. 

On Sunday the activities swing to the Arena with a parade, 
a hockey game, and the .chariot- races. A sleigh^ride and a fare- 
well party will dose «the Homecoming Weekend. . .

Industry and Individuals Recognize JUurentlaa 
. In December, Oari J* Sanders, <a Toronto minfng executive, 
gave Laurentian University » gift that >is expected ito be worth 
more than $250,000 to the tmiversity* 

The gift was a block of 'beneficial interest shares dn Borex 
Trust which is expected to give Laurentian an income of. approx- 
imately $20,000 to $25,000 annually for .the next 10 4o 12 years. 

Sanders made a similar gift several years ago to Acadia 
University of Wolfvflle, Nova Scotia. 

By -the terms of the gift, the income is allowed to be used 
for the general operating expenses of the university. 

Snyder Jived for four years hi Sudbury* He expressed senti- 
ments similar to those given by His Excellency the Governor- 
General dn his autumn visit to Sudbury. They both 'believed that 
Laurentian University merits public support .becatwe its . inter- 
denominational bilingual charter and Its strategic geographical 
•location make it pcttenOally an Institution of great educational 
significance in the development of a united Canadian nation. 

Scholarship Established 

An annual $1,000 scholarship ihas been established at Lauren- 
tian University by the Abitibi Power and Paper Company as a 
memorial to the late Robert J. Aiskin- 

Askin was a member of the university board of governors 
at the time of his death last July and was executive vice-president 
of the company* 

The awaixi ds to be open for annual competition and Is to be 
known as the Robert J. Aiskht Memorial Scholarship. The suc- 
cessful student each year will receive '$500 in the first year of 
his university course, $300 the second «nd $200 in the third year. 

The award will go to a student who achieves first class 
honors in general proficiency in Grade 13 examinations, or the 
equivalent as approved toy the university's admissions committee. 
The student will be free Ui select any course of tftudy offered 
by Laurentian. 

These two gifts show the Interest that individuals and industry 
are .taking in the development of LaurenSSan Universiy and fore- 
shadow only a small part of what is likely to be received by 

the university. 

The other gifts in 1061 gave Laurentian at least $1,000,000 
for development A one mill per year levy donated to Laurentiian 
for Jive years by the. City of Sudbury win come from municipal 
taxation. The money will' be used for the purchase of campus 
land. About $475,000 will 'have been realized by this donation 
by the end of the levy period. 

Falconbridge Nfckefl Mines Ltd. gave a. $500,000 cheque to 

the university. 

1981 also saw the establishment of the 'Ralph D. Parker 
Scholarship worth $1,000 and bhe Mina Boyne Parker Scholarship

LAURENTIAN STUDENT ATTENDS TORONTO CONFERENCE 

Nearly 300 persons from 20 universities, including 25 pro- 
fessors, attended a conference in Toronto during the Christmas 
holidays. The conference "was sponsored iby the Student Christian 
Movement and was aimed at assessing the strength of Christianity 
in Canada's universities. 

Kathleen Barley (H,* H.) represented Laurentian's Student . 
Christian Movement Club at the conference, which opened with 

charges that: 

Faculties generally are cynical -toward religious movements 
on a campus and regard them as outdated. 

Most students believe churches "are inadequate. 

Out of the discussions .the organization plans to prepare a 
report on the Christian role and influence in universities and 

means to improve it. 

Officials estimated that fewer than 25 per cent of Canadian 

university students attended churches. 

Seven students complained that most Christians entering 
university fe3t inadequately equipped to argue with agnostics— 
"they arrived with a Sunday school knowledge of Christianity 
and it wasn't enough." 

The presence of Laurentian representatives at provincial 
and national conferences of university organizations is an im- 
portant step in the recognition of Laurentian by the Canadian 
family of universities. 'Lot's hope that Laurentian will continue 
to send reps to these conferences and *.hat these reps will play 
an important and active part in the discussions that take place. ,

required for n regular B/A- degree; Education courses would 

be additional; 

Devote <the first year to general arts courses. 

Practice teaching or observation in the classroom would begin 
in the first year, With the time spent in -tWs way increasing 
ea<3i year. Great emphasis would be placed on English and 
psychology. 

At least one course in philosophy would be required as a 
"tool subject" to courses to education philosophy. Also required 

would be one course in science, three 4n English and one in 
history. 

Candidates would be encouraged to regulate their courses 
so they could specialize later. 

. While the course would be designed to make it immediately 
easy for existing teachers to upgrade their academic qualifica- 
tions, it was hoped that eventually Teachers' Colleges would be 
done away with and all prospective teachers required to take 
this basic training. 

This proposal would seem to -have much merit in H, for at 
present you 'have elementary school teachers who arc seldom 
much older than the tstudents that they teach, who -have no more 
than .a high-school education, <but the proposal would also entail 
difficulties* Would enough teachers be graduated quickly enough 
to take care of the mushrooming elementary school population? 
Would enough people be wiling to spend four years at university? 
Would the universities -be able to 'handle the great increase in 
students. Would the school boards be willing to pay the neces* 
sarfly higher teachers' salaries.

Mr, M. Kennedy was a rocont 
guest speaker of WUS at Lau- 
rentiaii, 

Slnco tho 1IMJ2 WUS Somlnar 
wiJI be hold in Poland, laurentian 
WUS officials fait that it would

Mr, Kennedy bosun his Infor- 
mal discussion on Poland by ro- 
latlnff a brief history of that 
nation whoro "West moobs EasU" 

"Poland forms a natural roo- 
graphicnl division between east- 
ern txntX western worldu," said Mr. 
Kennedy, 

'*Wcstorn and eastern Ideolo- 
gies are at a real dash in Folnnd, 
whore tho thirty million people 
of today aro 08 per cont Roman 
Catholic. This dooply religious 
character has a groat* influence 
on tho political character of tho 
Poles.- 

Mr. Kennedy w«nt on to say 

that tho Ideology of tho East 
accepts the stato as tho supremo 
being, whllo this was opposed by 
tho West. Poland had long ago 
chosen tho Western way of life, 
and Poland's national llfo was * 
based on tho Western principle 
of freedom. 

Tho first thing tho East had to 
do was to eliminate tho Poles', 
source of strength— the Roman 
Catholic Church— In tho shortest 
poaslblo time. This was attempted 
by tho prevention of religious In* 
struotion at any level and by 
stopping tho religious education 
of the youth. 

But, Mr. Kennedy, said this 
would fall because of tho national 
feeling of tho* Poles and their 
dooply rollgious nature. 

"The use of military or econo- 
mical forces to stop Eastern ideo- 
logy will bo of little offccV' said 
Mr. Kennedy.
